To either of the Constables of the Town of Millibury, in 
the county of Worcester, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Millbury qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to 
meet at their respective voting places to wit: Precinct No. 1 
at the Town Hall; Precinct No. 2 at the Burbank Street 
School at Bramanville; Precinct No. 3 at the Memorial High 
School; Precinct No. 4 at the Dorothy Manor School; and 
Precinct No. 5 at the East Millbury School, on Monday, the 
seventh day of February, next, at eight o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to elect the following officers, to wit: 

Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector 
of Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, 
Three members of the Board of Selectmen, all for the term 
of one year; One member of the School Committee, One 
Trustee of Public Library, One Cemetery Commissioner, 
Two members of Board of Public Welfare, One Road Com- 
missioner, One Assessor, One member of the Board of 
Health, all for the term of three years; One member of the 
Millbury Housing Authority for the term of five years. 

Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing. And to meet on March 12, 1955 at 2:00 
P.M. in the Town Hall in said Millbury, to act on the follow- 
ing articles, to wit: 

Article 8. To hear the reports of several Town Officers 
and Committees and act thereon. 

Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray Town Charges for the year 
ensuing, including sums for the lighting of Streets, the 
maintenance of the Town Library, the observance of Memo- 
rial and Armistice Days, Care and Improvement of ceme- 
teries, care of clocks, care of fire alarm, the use of the Tree 
Warden, the use of Department of Veterans’ Services, sala- 
ries of Fire Department, and Police Retirement, Pensions, 
or take any action thereon. 
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Article 5. To choose any Committee or Committees that 
may be thought necessary. 

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 to be paid to the West Millbury 
Cemetery Association for the care of neglected soldiers’ 
graves, or take any action thereon. 

Article 7. To see what action the Town will take regard- 
ing the hiring of three or more policemen to patrol our 
streets and to raise and appropriate money for same, or take 
any action thereon. 

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to 
borrow money from time to time in anticipation of the 
revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1955, and 
to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, 
and to renew any note cr notes as may be given for a period 
of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. 

Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of the time and 
place of sale by posting such notice of sale in some conven- 
ient and public place in the Town, fourteen days at least 
before the sale, property taken by the Town under Tax Title 
Procedure provided the Selectmen, or whomsoever they may 
authorize to hold such public auction may reject any bid 
which they deem inadequate, or take any action thereon.

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Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The Selectmen present the reports of the various Town 
Officers for the year ending December 31, 1954. 

Extensive repairs on the Town Hall root were completed 
and dangerous slate was removed and replaced with heavy, 
asbestos shingles. This puts the entire roof in excellent 
condition. 

The former Red Cross Room has been converted to the 
Veterans’ Service Quarters. This move was necessary, be- 
cause of the limited space in the old Veterans’ Room, and 
the increased volume of work in this department. Much 
credit is due to Mr. John Hamilton, Veterans’ Agent, who 
planned the lay-out and supervised the work. 

A new curtain was installed on the Town Hall stage, 
which we feel, adds much to the appearance of our Town 
Hall. 

Self storing storm windows were added to the Veterans’ 
Service Quarters and the Public Welfare Offices. 

Mr. Howard White was appointed as a regular patrol- 
man. We had many fine applicants to choose from, and from 
all the favorable comments that we have received on Mr. 
White’s police work, we feel that our selection was a wise 
one. 

The Town was visited by 2 hurricanes this past fall and 
our damage, in camparison to other towns, was minor. Your 
Board took advantage of emergency measures set up by the 
State and received authorization of 2 legal overdrafts from 
Mr. Dinne, Director of Accounts: $6,000; $10,000. This 
money was expended by the Highway Department and 
Tree Warden. We appointed Mr. John Hamilton, our Vet- 
erans’ Service Agent, to act as laison officer to deal with 
the State in being re-imbursed from State Hurricane Emer- 
gency. Mr. Hamilton did such an outstanding job that on 
$5,654.55 expended on Hurricane Carol, the Town will be 
re-imbursed $5,363.99. - 

The Board would like to publicly acknowledge its grati- 
tude to Mr. John Hamitlon for his fine work. 

The year 1955 will bring about changes in the appearance 
of our Town for the Toll Road will pass through East Mill- 
bury, Dorothy Pond, Park Hill, and Greenwood Street sec- 
tions. We hope that all persons affected by the Toll Road 
will feel free to call on the Board of Selectmen with any 
problems that may arise. 
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We hope to eliminate a hazard that has existed for years 
in the Center of the Town. This project will be the removal 
of the car tracks on Main Street. We hope to accomplish 
this by the means of Chapter 90 funds, half of which will 
be paid by the State, a quarter by the County, and a quarter 
by the Town. The Town’s share is estimated at $3,000. We 
have already received the State’s approval for this project 
and need only its passing at the Town Meeting to become a 
reality. 

We also received approval for the continuation of Chap- 
ter 90 in West Millbury and the Town’s share of this pro- 
ject will be $2,500.

I submit my report of work as Wire Inspector for the 
Town of Millbury for the year 1954. 
I have had 428 requests for inspections and have traveled 
about 1900 miles to make these inspections.

Veterans’ Service Department 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
As Veterans’ Agent, I hereby submit my report of serv- 
ices rendered for the year ending December 31st, 1954, 


together with financial reports: 
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102 Original Discharge Certificates were recorded. 


1150 Photostatic copies of Discharge Papers, Birth, Mar- 
riage, Divorce, Death Certificates, and other docu- 
ments used in connection with Veterans’ Benefits, 
and claims filed against the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, and other branches of the Federal and State 
Governments. 


34 Claims for abatement of Real Estate taxes were filed 
by Disabled Veterans, holders of the Purple Heart 
_ Award, Widows and Gold star Parents. 


37 Men were registered for the draft. 


126 Korean Bonus applications were completed and filed 
with the Bonus Commission. 


265 Claims, or applications were filed with the Veterans’ 
Administration, and other branches of the Federal 
Government, pertaining to Education, Training, 
Subsistence Allowance, Insurance, Medical Treat- 
ment, Allotments, Compensation, and Pensions, for 
Veterans and their dependents. Of these there were 
24 admissions to Veterans’ Hospitals. 


Of the number of claims filed through this department 
during the past year, many were favorably adjudicated by 
the Veterans’ Administration, and consequently the vet- 
erans, or their dependents are receiving benefits from the 
Federal Government that amount to many thousands of 
dollars annually. The receipt of the Federal benefits in 
many cases have been sufficient enough to allow us to dis- 
continue aiding veterans and their dependents from our 
own local and State program. It is for that reason that we 
have been able to keep our Veterans’ Benefits expenditur es 
to a minimum. 

We are grateful to the Board of Selectmen and the town- 
people for providing us with new office space in the Town 
Hall. It has greatly improved our working conditions and 
has proved to be most beneficial in interviewing applicants 
for Veterans’ Benefits. In the past it was necessary for us 
to either cancel an interview, or require an applicant to 
wait an unreasonable length of time, in order that they 
might be questioned in a reasonable amount of privacy. We 
now have a room independent of the office and all inter- 
views are taken in private, and without interruption. All 
this has resulted in our being able to get a better and 
clearer picture of the case we were being asked to act upon. 

An itemization of our Veterans’ Benefits and Service 
accounts are as follows: 
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Veterans’ Benefits: 
A total of 86 application were received during the year 
ending December 31st, 1954. 
79 Cases with Millbury Settlements 
3 Cases with Out-of-Town Settlements 
1 Case State-Settled 
3 Cases War Allowance 
A total of $21,184.97 was expended for Veterans’ Aid 
during the past year, and approximately one-half of this 
amount either has been, or will be returned to the General 
Fund through reimbursements. 
Veterans’ Aid in 1954 showed an increase of $2,501.49 
above that which was expended in 1953.

Report of the Liaison Officer 


January 24, 1955

Dear Members 


As Liaison Officer for the Town of Millbury, in connec- 
tion with Hurricane ‘Carol’ of August 31st, 1954, and 
Hurricane “Edna” of September 11th, 1954, the following 
is my report: 

On September 10th, 1954, authorization was received 
from the Director of Accounts to pay for liabilities in- 
curred, or to be incurred, as a result of Hurricane “Carol,” 
on an amount not to exceed $6,000.00—$5,654.55 was actu- 
ally expended for cleaning up and repairing the damages 
caused by that hurricane. 

In a telephone conversation with Mr. Harry J. Talmadge, 
Executive Secretary of the Hurricane Relief Board, I have 
been advised that the Town of Millbury will receive a check 
amounting to $5,363.99 from the Commonwealth, as reim- 
bursement for the expenditures made. This means that the 
actual cost to the Town, resulting from damage done by 
Hurricane “Carol,” is $290.56. An itemized report of the 
expenditures is enclosed. 

With regard to Hurricane “Edna” of September 11th, 
1954—_$4,941.60 has been expended to date. All payments 
were not made in time to submit schedule of payments to 
the Hurricane Relief Board in 1954. However, schedule of 
payments is being prepared and will be submitted before 
the end of January 1955. There is no way of anticipating 
the reimbursement we will receive until the schedule of pay- 
ments has been submitted.

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Road Commissioners’ Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

We hereby submit our third annual report covering the 
year 1954. 

We have endeavored to maintain our record of efficiency 
and have expended the appropriations voted for our Depart- 
ment to the best of our ability. 

General Highway and Permanent Road Activity. 

All roads and sidewalks have been repaired by patching 
and graveling wherever the need is the greatest. Many 
streets have been oiled and treated wherever necessary, but 
we have not been able to care for all the needed repairs due 
to the lack of funds. 

We repeat the statement we made in our last annual re- 
port, that due to great increase in drainage facilities the 
cost of maintenance has risen and this constitutes a heavy 
burden on our available funds. We hope this problem may 
be solved in the coming year if the work is to be properly 
executed. 

The following work, because of its effect on public safety, 
was given the sanction of the Road Commissioners, and 
such paid for out of the General Account, thus eliminating 
the necessity of special articles. It is because of this type 
of emergency that we have asked for an increased appro- 
priation this year for the General Highway Account. 

1. Grafton Street. 

An obsolete drainage was eliminated and replaced by a new 
one in the vicinity of the Rocheleau home and at the same 
time the dangerous curve in the road was widened thus 
eliminating a hazardous condition. 

2. Maple Street 
Replacement of a worn out drainage system in the vicinity 
of the home of Waldo Horne. 

3. Fences rebuilt and repaired over and above what our 
available funds might include. This was necessary for the 
public safety. 

Repairs to Sidewalks. 

Since there was no appropriation to cover this project 
such repairs as necessary had to be paid out of the General 
Account.

The above mentioned were oiled and treated wherever the 
need was the greatest. 
Snow and Ice Removal. 

A new problem has arisen in regard to this project due 
to the increased number of school bus routes. It has there- 
fore been necessary to add extra labor and equipment for 
the protection and safety of bus pupils. Also due to the in- 
creased volume of trade in the business section of the Town, 
quick removal of snow and ice is necessary thus creating 
extra expense. 

Due to the permanent residence of many people in sec- 
tions of Ramshorn and Dority Ponds it has been necessary 
to keep these roads open and repaired. 

The above features plus the fact that all cemeteries must 
be kept open depletes the available funds rapidly. 

When one considers that there were approximately one 
hundred miles of roads and highways in Millbury and the 
fact that many new streets have been accepted during the 
past several years it is our belief that we have used the 
funds alloted to us in such a way as to bring about the 
greatest possible returns for our expenditures. It must be 
remembered that the highway appropriations have not been 
increased in spite of spiralling costs and prices. 

We appreciate the cooperation of the Honorable Board of 
Selectmen during the past year.

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Pond section in a new fire station which we are very proud 
of. With these new pieces of apparatus, and five companies 
of efficient fire fighters, our insurance rates in the town of 
Millbury are as low as any surrounding town with call men 
and we anticipate an even lower rate in the future. 

The engineers have made inspections of hotels, taverns, 
and rest homes and found them in good condition. 

We have had fire drills in all of the schools and found 
them to be very well trained, going out in a very orderly 
manner, and in good time. 

All fire stations are in good condition. 

Be fire minded, do not allow rubbish to accumlate in cellars 
or attic. 

In case of fire, send someone to the nearest fire alarm box 
at once as a great deal of time is lost in calling the firemen 
together when a fire call is placed by telephone. 

Endeavor to keep our fire loss down this year. We are 
very proud of last years record.

During 1954, we were called to 37 brush fires, 22 grass 
fires, and 6 dump fires.

Report of Millbury Public Library 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Millbury: 

The Trustees and the Librarian submit the following 
report for the year 1954. 

The Library was open 272 days and books were sent to 
East Millbury and Dorothy Manor Schools. The total circu- 
lation for the year was 26,368, classified as follows: 


Fiction—13,509 Non-Fiction—3,528 
Juvenile—8,253 Magazines—1,073 


600 books were bought during the year, 161 juvenile 
books, 208 books of fiction and 131 classified. In addition, 
reference books were presented by the Millbury Woman’s 
Club, which each year through it’s Library Extension Com- 
mittee makes provision for a generous gift to the Library. 

Books of Fiction were donated by Mrs. E. F. Hull, Mrs. 
Theodore Davidson, Mrs. J. H. Tatro and Dr. Joseph 
Murphy. The Catholic Woman’s Club of St. Bridget’s Church 
contributed books of Non-Fiction, also The Singletary Rod 
and Gun Club. Juvenile books were given by the Curtis 
Family. Other gifts received were New York Times from 
Mrs. Gordon Henshaw and the Travel Magazine from Miss 
Laurebel Armsby. 

Miss Ellen Leary and Mrs. Edwin White gave decorations 
for the childrens room. 

The purchases and gifts make a total of 14,451 volumes in 
our Library at the present time. 4,220 children’s books,

In May 1955 the State is going to spray the wood land 
areas in the town of Millbury for Gypsy Moth with 9% 
D.D.T. Solution.

Millbury, Mass., December 28, 1954 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

We hereby present the annual report of the Board of 
Health for the year of 1954. 

January 1, 1954 there was one (1) patient at Worcester 
County Sanatorium and three (3) were admitted during the 
year. One patient was discharged leaving as of December 
31st, three (3) patients in the Sanatorium. 

Ninety-four (94) children and adults were transported to 
Worcester County Sanatorium for chest X-rays. 

The following licenses were issued: 

Two (2) Boarding homes for the old age approved by the 

State Health Department. 

Two (2) Boarding homes for children approved by the 

State Health Department. 

Two (2) Nursery play centers. 

Two (2) Overnight cabins. 

Four (4) Dairies for the pasteurization of milk. 

We received one hundred and ten complaints and of these 
forty-three were not signed. We do not investigate com- 
plaints unless they are signed. 

The Town of Millbury has a contract for the collection of 
garbage throughout the Town and all residents should take 
advantage of this service. A covered garbage can containing 
garbage only and left in an open place is all that is required. 

All contagious diseases must be reported and 364 cases 
were reported for 1954.

Report of Millbury Housing Authority 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

The members of the Millbury Housing Authority take 
pleasure in presenting this the fourth annual report on 
their administration of the Millbury Housing Project. The 
project continues to house 25 families—51 adults and 75 
children. Since our last annual report, 2 families have vac- 
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ated their units and have been replaced by the families of 
veterans William Fallstrom and Joseph Frazier. 

Two members of the Authority were replaced during 
1954. At the February election Ernest Tarbox was elected 
to fill the place of William Gibson who did not seek re- 
election. James Stewart was appointed by the Selectmen to 
replace Richard Dwinell who was elected to the Board of 
Selectmen. Officers of the Authority for 1954 were: John 
M. Hamilton, Chairman; James Stewart, Vice Chairman; 
Norman G. Lacouture, Treasurer; and Gordon P. Breault, 
Assistant Treasurer. Richard N. Kenary was re-appointed 
Executive Director, and John Ducharme was appointed as 
project maintenance man. 


Under the management program, rents assessed for 299 
unit months totaled $11,893.00—an average rent of $39.78 
per month. Rents outstanding for 1954 amounted to $72.50, 
bringing the total rents outstanding at the end of four years 
to $183.00. During this year 14 tenants co-operated in a 
program to repaint interiors of the units wherever needed. 
Under this program, the Authority provides paint and 
equipment to tenants interested in redecorating their homes. 
At present 20 rooms have been repainted. It is our hope 
that the program can be continued in 1955. 


The projects filter bed continuts to give trouble. Its con- 
dition forced the Authority to hire the firm of Weston and 
Morgenroth, sanitation engineers, of Boston, to make a 
complete inspection of all filter bed facillities. Their conclu- 
sions have led us to believe that the installation of a new 
filter bed is a necessity. It is with this in mind that we are 
organizing our management program for 1955—making the 
filter bed replacement foremost on the list of work to be 
done. Following in order of importance comes the replace- 
ment of the Timken hot water heaters which have been a 
source of great annoyance to the tenants and a source of 
considerable expense to the Authority. It is expected that 
electric hot water heaters will be purchased early in 1955 as 
replacements for the Timken heaters. 

Storm door replacement and storm window installation 
also appear to merit the consideration of the Authority. At 
the request of the Welfare Board, an article relating to 
housing for the elderly has been inserted in the town war- 
rant. The need for such housing is being determined by a 
survey undertaken by the Welfare Board. 

If this article is found acceptable by the town, prelimi- 
nary steps on such construction will be begun by the local 
housing authority in conjunction with the State Housing 
Board early this spring. 
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The contract for removal of trash was again awarded to 
Eugene Emmons whose bid of $299.00 was the lowest 
received. No contract was awarded for heater maintenance 
this year. Howe Petroleum Products was continued as 
heater maintenance company for $21.00 per month until 
the Timken hot water heaters are replaced. 

A summary of the income and expenses of the manage- 
ment program follows. It is with great satisfaction that we 
report $900.00 returned to the town in lieu of taxes. Because 
of a change in the housing law, this amount was over 50% 
greater than the amount returned last year.

Except for the delay due to weather conditions prevail- 
ing in the late summer of ’53, work on the entire project 
would have been completed in the fall of that year. The 
additional work of regrading and reseeding the front lawns 
was finished early last spring and on June 28, 1954, the 
School Committee was formerly notified by the Building 
Committee that its work was finished. 

The Committee under whose charge and direction this 
work was done received its authority at the Annual Town 
Meeting March 11, 1950, at which time it was “voted un- 
animously to instruct and authorize the Moderator to ap- 
point the present Building Committee, as a Permanent 
Building Committee to have charge of the construction of 
the new high school and to have charge of future repairs 
and alterations of the present town buildings and the con- 
struction of any proposed town buildings to be erected in 
the future.” 

The money and effort spent on this entire project re- 
sulted in securing for Millbury one of the outstanding high 
school plants in the State. The considerable overall cost was 
met without having to provide a single dollar above the 
original appropriations, and a balance remains.

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Report of the School Committee 


To the citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committee herewith submits its annual report for 
the school year ending December 31, 1954. 


The year 1954 has seen a continuing advance in the cost of 
operating the school department. Much .of this increase in operating 
cost is due to necessity of hiring additional teaching personnel to handle 
increased school enrollment, a general salary increase for teachers, and 
ever mounting costs of supplies, transportation, fuel, maintenance, 
etc. 


A change in the teachers’ salary schedule became effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1954. The minimum base salary a teacher may be paid was 
raised from $2500 to $2700 annually and the maximum base salary 
was raised from $3900 to $4100. Teachers with Master’s Degrees in 
Education receive $200 additional. For the last several years, a 
policy of increasing a teacher’s salary by annual increments of $150, 
until the maximum is reached, has been in effect. For the year 1954 
this annual increment was increased to $200 due to higher living 
costs. 


A major change during 1954 was the dissolving of the Millbury- 
Oxford School Superintendency Union. This action was voted by both 
School Committees since both felt that the requirements of each town 
may! best be met with the services of a full-time Superintendent of 
Schools. Approval of this change was given by the State Board of 
Education. Mr. William D. Shea was appointed full-time Superin- 
tendent of Millbury schools, effective July 1, 1954. The Superinten- 
dent’s salary was established at $8000 per year. 


Several bus route extensions and additions have been made in 
outlying sections of the town where personal safety of youngsters has 
been involved. 


Notice was received from the High School Building Committee 
that the three major units, including the new high school building 
and its equipment, the athletic field and its equipment, and the front 
lawn were completed except for minor items. 


_ An evening Open House in all the Millbury schools was con- 
ducted in November of this year in observance of National Education 
Week. It was gratifying indeed to see so many interested townspeople 
visit our schools to discuss problems with our teachers and to view 
school facilities and children’s work. 


Dripping ceiling tar, which has been a constant hindrance in 
the new gymnasium and industrial arts department, was effectively 
remedied in the Fall of 1954 by Mr. Neri, thus enabling the Committee 
to allow use of the gymnasium for non-high school groups for the 
first time. The first group to make use of the gym facilities was the 
Millbury Basketball Little League with more than 100 youngsters 
participating. 

The School Band which was started in the latter part of 1958, 
made necessary the services of a part-time band instructor. The 
Committee feels very fortunate in obtaining the services of Mr. Free- 
man of Boston, a former Dean of Music at Boston University. Uni- 
forms were purchased for band members, with a considerable sum 
for this purpose being donated by citizens and businesses of Millbury. 
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Two new teachers were added to the Junior High School staff and 
a new course in Science was established for these grades. Heavy 
enrollment at Providence Street and Dorothy Manor Schools made 
necessal'y the hiring of a substitute teacher on a full-time basis to 
aid in the teaching of these larger classes. 


For the year 1954, the State has reimbursed the Town of Mill- 
bury, $76,379.87 towards the cost of school operation. 
Many repairs and renovations were carried out in 1954 in the 
School Department. 
Repairs have been made on boilers at the Junior High, Providence 
Street and East Millbury Schools, and the hot air furnace at the West 
Millbury School was rebuilt. 


New teacher’s desks and chairs were purchased for the Burbank 
School along with a complete interior renovation at this school which 
included painting all ceilings, walls and woodwork throughout the 
building. 

Painting of the basement room at Dorothy Manor School, as well 
as painting of several rooms at the Providence Street School, has been 
carried out. 


Basketball courts were constructed at Windle Field and at the 
Burbank School. 


An asphait apron was laid at the Junior High School to prevent 
water seepage into the building. 


At the Memorial High School a new sink was installed in the Art 
Room and chain sprocket wheels were installed on the main boiler 
valves, 


Additional blackboards were installed at the Junior High and the 
West Millbury Schools. 


Two calculating machines were purchased for the High School Com- 
mercial Department along with a duplicating machine for the Junior 
High and Center Schools. An external grinder for a South Bend lathe, 
a Mark 5 Shopsmith, a squaring shear, slip roll former, and a rotary 
machine were purchased for the Industrial Arts Department of the 
Memorial High School. 


Millbury elementary school classes are definitely becoming over- 
crowded and the Committee feels that steps must be taken immedi- 
ately to provide additional classroom space for Grades 1 through 8. 
An article is to be placed in the 1955 Town Warrant to remedy this 
situation. 


We wish to thank school personnel, parents, citizens of the Town, 
our many hundreds of fine school children, and the personnel of all 
town departments for the fine cooperation extended to us during the 
past year. We would also like to thank the Building Committee, the 
many kind folks and business persons who helped to outfit the school 
band, the Millbury Motor Company which donates a new car for our 
driver training program, and Mr. Young, who conducts the Savings 
Stamp program, for their generous cooperation during 1954,

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my eighteenth annual report and the sixty- 
fifth in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents. 

The major problem of practically all public school systems during 
the 1954-1955 academic year is overcrowding. This year public school 
enrollment has increased 5% over last year. A million and a half new 
pupils has raised the number of children attending elementary and 
high schools to over thirty and one-half million. The consequences of 
this tremendous increase is overcrowded and improvised classrooms. 
Abandoned and outmoded school buildings have been pressed into 
service. Nevertheless, teachers are confronted with classes numbering 
forty-five and more, whereas the optimum for good class work is 
thirty. Many communities have been forced to have double sessions. 
This, of course, means that the children are deprived of a first-class 
education. 

One cheerful note in this picture is that parents and citizens are 
showing greater interest in the condition of our schools. They have a 
greater appreciation of the importance of education and the need to 
maintain the public schools at high standards. The plight of the 
schools has been highlighted in the public press and on radio and 
television. School construction has increased, but, for the country as a 
whole, it will be many years before the present rate of construction 
will provide adequate classroom space for the constantly increasing 
school population. 

Here in Millbury we have been fortunate in that the citizens and 
the school committee have foreseen and in some measure provided for 
the increased enrollment. In the lower grades we have been able up to 
now to accommodate this increased enrollment by tranferring pupils 
from crowded classes to schools where less crowded conditions prevail. 
However, since the construction of the Dorothy Manor School in 1926 
no additional grammar school space has been provided. During that 
period our grammar school enrollment has increased from 771 to 1175. 
By the year 1960 the normal increase in school population will raise 
the figure for total enrollment in the grammar schools to at least 1400. 

Millbury is proving to be an attractive home community. No further 
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proof is necessary than the fact that our school enrollment for all 
grades has increased from 1049 to 1608. The major part of this in- 
crease has occurred in the last six years. The children of our numer- 
ous young families are attaining school age. Already the lower grades 
are overcrowded. To provide proper physical facilities for the con- 
tinually increasing number of children in the lower grades, and in a 
few years in the higher grades, we shall need at least twelve new 
classrooms. In the grades we should have a maximum of 30 pupils 
per room. Twelve new rooms would give us a total of 45 grammar 
school rooms capable of accommodating 13850 pupils. In 1960 our 
grammar school enrollment will have exceeded that figure. 

At the present time the State reimburses the Town for 50% of the 
cost of new school construction, but we must face squarely the re- 
quirements of the Massachusetts School Building Assistance Commis- 
sion. This means that in addition to the 12 classrooms the school 
constructed will have to include a library, a cafeteria, and an all- 
purpose room. An office for the principal and a nurse’s room are also 
required. The site must comprise ten acres of land. 

I respectfully recommend that a Committee be set up to start pre- 
liminary work on the location and estimated costs of such a building. 

The following charts of actual enrollments and predicted enroll- 
ments give a composite picture of school population in the Town:

An Act establishing a division of special education (Chapter 514 
of the Acts of 1954) has special significance for the future educational 
plans of the Town. Each town in the State having five or more chil- 
dren in the following classifications must establish special classes for 
their education and training: 


(a) the educable mentally retarded; 
(b) the trainable mentally retarded; 
(c )the custodial mentally retarded. 


Chapter 70 of the General Laws was amended by the insertion of the 
followiing Section 8C: 


“In addiition to payments provided by section three, the state treas- 
urer shall annually, on or before November twentieth, pay from the 
proceeds of taxation on incomes under chapter sixty-two to any city 
or town such sums as may be certified by the commissioner on account 
of classes conducted as provided in section twenty-nine B of chapter 
sixty-nine. Section 5. Chapter 71 of the General Laws is hereby 
amended by striking out section 46, as most recently amended by sec- 
tion 4 of chapter 194 of the acts of 1941, and inserting in place thereof 
the following section:—Section 46. The school committee of every 
town shall annually ascertain, under regulations prescribed by the 
department and the department of mental health, the number of chil- 
dren retarded in mental development in attendance upon its public 
schools, or of school age and resident therein. Such children shall be 
placed in the following classifications:— (a) the educable mentally 
retarded; (b) the trainable mentally retarded; and (c) the custodial 
mentally retarded. At the beginning of each school year the committee 
of every town where there are five or more such children, as deter- 
mined in accordance with the first sentence of this section, shall, and 
every town where there are less than five such chiildren may, establish 
special classes for the instruction of the educable mentally retarded 
children and for the instruction of the trainable mentally retarded 
children according to their mental attainments, under regulations 
prescribed by the department. A child appearing to be mentally re- 
tarded in any less degree may, upon request of the superintendent of 
schools of the town where he attends school, be examined under such 
regulations as may be prescribed by the department and the depart- 
ment of mental health. No child under the control of the department 
of public welfare or of the child welfare divison of the institutions 
department of the city of Boston or of a similar agency or any other 
city, who is retarded in mental development within the meaning of 
this section, shall, after complaint made by the school committee to 
the department of public welfare or said division or similar agency, 
be placed in a town which is not required to maintain a special class 
as provided for in this section.”

As a result of the continued cooperation of William Young, Post- 
master, in all matters pertaining to our schools, we have continued the 
plan whereby either Mr. Young or Mr. Despard visits the Burbank, 
Union and Providence Street Schools every Tuesday, and the Dorothy 
Manor and East Millbury Schools every Wednesday so that pupils 
may have the opportunity of purchasing Savings Stamps. From Janu- 
ary 5 through December 8 a total of $4,964.50 worth of stamps has 
been sold.

REPORT OF MR. ANGELO INSALACO 
SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL EDUCATION—BOYS 


One full school year of physical education for boys has been com- 
pleted at the Millbury Memorial High School. With all facilities in 
full swing, the boys in our high school are able to enjoy not only the 
sports and games which they are already familiar with, but also may 
be introduced to and taught new games and skills, which they may 
otherwise have never seen or used.

With the wonderful facilities the town has given us it is possible 
through physical education, and its aims and objectives, to help our 
boys to enjoy a better life through a healthier outlook both physically 
and mentally. 
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REPORT OF MRS. JANE 8S. DAKIN 
SUPERVISOR OF HOME ECONOMICS 


During the 1953-54 school year, the classes in domestic science pro- 
gressed according to the plans submitted the previous year. Our fresh- 
men girls coming to us from the Junior High School where facilities 
for foods classes are non-existent, are given basic fundamentals in 
food planning, preparation and serving. Each class meets for a double 
period, hence giving us sufficient time to study the nutritional value 
of foods and thus making the food study a science comparable to other 
sciences. It is generally agred that the preparation of a single dish 
presents no great problem; consequently, complete meals are arranged 
periodically. The wise selection of food for themselves and others, as 
well as manners, courtesy and marketing, are not overlooked. This 
year we shall strive to place more stress on foods for special occasions 
as well as the foods of other countries. Altogether over 85 different 
dishes were prepared by each one of the three classes. 

In addition to the emphasis placed upon nutrients, we cannot teach 
domestic science without teaching other phases of homemaking. Two 
other units were included in the year’s schedule. Gracious Living 
contains information on manners, grooming, personality development 
and vocations for developing the habits and attitudes that form the 
basis of pleasing personalities. This unit was most enjoyable to all 
the girls. 

And last but not of any less importance in educating for homemak- 
ing, it is desirable to stress clothing construction. Here the emphasis 
has been placed on the selection and construction processes with the 
hope that the girls will enjoy making some of their clothes and will 
learn to do so easily and well. Attention is paid to the care and repair 
to make it possible for the clothes to look well. We feel that the girls 
who can make or remodel their own clothes not only have the satisfac- 
tion of successful accomplishment at a small cost, but also enjoy the 
knowledge that they are contributing to the solution of the family 
clothing problems. A total of 102 garments were constructed by the 
freshmen girls. 

We honestly believe the girls who are guided by serious study of 
these topics connot help but become better members of their homes 
and finer homemakers of the future. 


REPORT OF MISS ROSE B. NERI 
TEACHER OF JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL SEWING 


This year the clothing program in general for junior high school 
girls corresponds to the course of previous years. Fundamentally, it is 
the same; however, we try to vary style selection in garments con- 
structed in order to provide for pupils an opportunity to attain knowl- 
edge in discrimination and judgment. 

The seventh grade girls obtained preliminary instruction and 
moderate training in sewing last year while in the sixth grade for a 
period of 50 minutes a week; therefore, they are more advanced than 
previously at this grade level in that they are familior with the art of 
sewing and know the elementary principles involved. The beginning 
of the year is devoted to completion of hand sewed articles commenced 
last year and construction of a small household article. Having re- 
ceived thorough training in hand sewing, pupils progress to a com- 
prehensive study of the sewing machine. Essential practice to develop 
skill in operating the machine is gained while making various seams. 
Each girl is required to complete an apron; girls with greater apti- 
tude will make an additional garment of their preference. 
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Eighth grade pupils begin the year by making every type of seam 
commonly used and learning significant sewing techniques to develop 
qualities of construction pertinent to skillful dressmaking and tailor- 
ing. The many seams and techniques learned are applied in construct- 
ing three garments—an apron, a petticoat and a cotton dress. Exten- 
sive instruction is given in correct interpretation of commercial pat- 
terns which are used in making the garments. Principles of line, color 
and design for different personalities are introduced at this time. This 
type of clothing is purposely selected for personal appeal to arouse 
and enhance the interest of teen-agers. Later they acquire home living 
interest to which personal living habits are appreciably applicable. 


REPORT OF MR. WILMAR H. ELA 
SUPERVISOR OF INDUSTRIAL ARTS 


The Industrial Arts course in the high school is now a four-year 
course. Students selecting this course have the opportunity to receive 
instruction in the following areas contained in the school shop: Metals 
and machines, general woodwork, and power mechanics. 

The Industrial Arts shop metal area is equipped with metal turning 
lathes, milling machine, shaper, band saw and drill press. 

The general wood area includes a circular saw, band saw, drill 
press, plane jointer, wood turning lathe and a sander. 

Electrical testing equipment, automobile chassis, motors, oxy-acety- 
lene welding and a gas forge are in the power mechanics area. Hand 
tools for each area are also part of the equipment. 

With this equipment students are taught theory and practice in 
several fields of endeavor. 

On alternate weeks the student receives a course in Related Work. 
This course includes shop mathematics, shop science, and mechanical 
drawing and are correlated to the class and individual work that is 
being conducted in the shop. 


REPORT OF MR. JOSEPH FARIAS 
TEACHER OF WOODWORKING 


Industrial Arts in the elementary grades is primarily an introduc- 
tion to the basic hand tools. It is the students first experience with a 
manipulative process. Industrial Arts at this level helps to instill 
confidence in the student. It also acquaints him with the various mate- 
rials and processes that are used in the home and in the world he 
lives in. 

This year a group project consisting of the Nativity Scene, Santa 
with reindeer, and Carolers is being constructed as a medium of con- 
veying the use of these fundamental tools and processes. 

Industrial Arts in the junior high school provides an opportunity 
for creative expressions and problem solving through the medium of 
tools and materials. The underlying purpose is to enable the students 
to recognize their mechanical aptitudes and to determine interests 
pertaining to mechanical abilities. It helps to sample hobby areas and 
types of jobs. The students become familiar with appliances, utensils, 
and furnishings of the home. 

Power tools are first used at this level. Students are familiarized 
with the operation, mechanisms and safety of these machines. This 
year’s program will include projects in wood, Keene cement, silk 
screening, block printing and an introduction to basic electricity. 

Throughout the year the students participate in a shop improvement 
program where they gain practical experience in painting, repairing 
of equipment, and the general upkeep of plant facilities. The year will 
be completed with a furniture production unit which will familiarize 
eighth grade students with the production methods of industry and 
the use of jigs in production work. 
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REPORT OF MISS KATHERINE M. BOWE 
SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


Through the medium of radio and television, good music is available 
to all, and in order to enjoy worthwhile music an understanding of the 
theories and harmonies is necessary. With this thought in mind, the 
music program starts in the first grade with the learning of rhythms 
and rote songs. From the second through the sixth grade, this pro- 
gram progresses with the reading of notes and knowledge of values, 
the gradual introduction of key and time signatures, to the singing 
of two-part harmony. 

I visit each elementary grade about every three weeks. 

The junior high school classes have two music periods a week. These 
children do three-part music, and more advanced harmony in both 
major and minor moods. 

There are two glee clubs in the high school, arranged so that all 
pupils who desire to sing may have the opportunity. These glee clubs 
rehearse one 40-minute period each week. There are about 40 students 
in each club and they thoroughly enjoy working on four-part number's 
and interpreting various types of music. 

The high school orchestra, which consists of only eight members at 
the present time, rehearses once a week, learning to work together 
in the reading of both classic and popular music. 

The talent group, which meets one period each week, consists of 
girls and boys who have some particular talent in the musical or 
theatrical field. This group presents programs at various high school 
assemblies throughout the county, and the talent groups from these 
schools in turn present programs at our high school. 


REPORT OF MR. WARREN 8S. FREEMAN 
INSTRUCTOR OF INSTRUMENTAL MUSIC 


I have the honor to submit to the school committee of the Town of 
Millbury my first report as Instructor of Instrumental Music. 

Our present program of instrumental music was instituted in the 
Fall of 1953. The first step in the program was a series of demonstra- 
tions of the various instruments. These demonstrations had as their 
purpose the selection of instruments for the students who wished to 
take part in the program. 

After the instruments were selected, an instruction program was 
started. Classes during school time were held in the high school for all 
pupils of grades nine through twelve and at the junior high school for 
pupils of grades five through eight. During the school year 1953-54 
a total of 47 pupils received instrumental instruction. High school 
pupils who did satisfactory work were awarded diploma credit for 
instrumental study. 

A combined school band made up of all the students in the instru- 
mental classes was formed in the Spring of 1954. This group played 
at the Massachusets State Music Festival in Webster along with 
bands and choral groups from schools from all parts of Central 
Massachusets. The band also presented a spring concert in the high 
school auditorium. 

Summer instruction was provided for a period of six weeks for a 
group of students who indicated an interest in the program. The pur- 
pose of this summer program was to provide additional playing ex- 
perience for those pupils who felt the need of extra help with their 
instruments. 

In the Fall of 1954, under the leadership of the school committee, 
Mr. Shea and the principals of the senior and junior high schools, a 
fund-raising project for band uniforms was undertaken. The uniforms

have been purchased through the joint efforts of the townspeople of 
Millbury and the students of the schools. 

Plans are underway at the present time for increasing the size of 
the band. Two bands, one at the high school level and a second for 
junior high and elementary school students will be in operation soon. 


REPORT OF MISS FLORENCE M. SCARPACI 
SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


The general aims of the art course are: to develop the creative 
imagination through the planning and making of that which is beau- 
tiful; to gain definite knowledge of an interest in the development of 
art in the past and the present processes through which objects of 
beauty are created; to develop the ability to appreciate, enjoy, and 
select that which is beautiful in the objects which make up one’s 
environment. 

In the elementary grades the work is planned to give the children 
training in the fundamental principles of design, color harmony and 
drawing; to develop accuracy and neatness in the handling of mate- 
rials; and to develop habits of orderly thought and good taste. 

The principles of design, unity, variety, and consistent arrangement 
are emphasized in the junior high school. More opportunity is pro- 
vided for creative expression, development of talent, and initiative. 
The particular aims of the course are to develop an instinctive sense, 
provide a definite basis of judgment, and stimulate creative ability 
which will help in solving problems in everyday life. 

The purpose of the course in the high school is to develop ability to 
express beauty through the use of the principles of line, tone, and 
color. In mastering the principles of freehand sketching, perspective 
drawing, painting and design, the individual pupil learns to observe, 
to study, to plan and to act; thereby acquiring habits, ideals, and 
appreciations. In conjunction with the high school work there is an 
art club where several interesting crafts are being tried—original 
jewelry, candle making, Christmas corsages. We expect to start 
ceramic as our next project. 


REPORT OF RICHARD E. CHURCH, M.D. 
SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


The yearly physical examinations have been conducted in the 
schools... The majority of the children are in excellent health, perhaps 
better than at any time in the past. There was much evidence of 
treatment and of correction of the more frequent physical defects 
such as those of the teeth and tonsils. 

The school athletic teams also have been examined and as usual 
treated for their injuries. Most injuries have occurred in football, but 
have all been of a minor nature. 


REPORT OF MISS ANNA B. CALLAHAN, R.N. 
SCHOOL NURSE 


The routine physical examinations by the School Physician are 
nearly completed and the weighing and measuring of all school chil- 
dren has been started. Mrs. Mercedes Gagliardi, R.N., was employed 
for a two-week period to assist with the vision test, thereby making 
it possible to test the eyes of all our school pupils early in the school 
year. As soon as these examinations have been completed, notices of 
defects willl be sent home. 
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The census of physically handicapped children has been taken and 
sent to the Board of Education and State Department of Public 
Health. As a result of this census some of our children are attending 
lip reading classes, speech training classes, and one child is receiving 
home instruction. 

Through the efforts of the underprivileged children’s committee of 
the Kiwanis Club, three children had their tonsils removed at City 
Hospital. As a result of the eyeglass fund appropriation, we have 
been able to have five children examined by an eye specialist and fitted 
to glasses. Proceeds from the sale of Christmas Seals made it possible 
for six children to attend Sterling Health Camp during the summer. 
Again this year we have called on the Directors of the Salvation 
Army, especially Mr. Charles Riley, for funds. This money has pro- 
vided clothing, shoes, rubbers, and dental and medical care for 
deserving families. 

The dental clinic sponsored by the Board of Health, and in charge 
of Dr. Marcus M. Hennebery, was held twice a week. The following 
work has been completed: 812 silver fillings, 111 extractions, 60 porce- 
lain fillings, and 64 prophylaxis. 

Pre-school registration was held in May and eighty children were 
vaccinated. 

All our teachers are particularly concerned with the health of each 
pupil. Any unusual symptoms that are noticed by the teacher during 
the daily morning inspection can be checked and are immediately re- 
ferred to the attention of the School Nurse. 

During the year I have attended several State health meetings and 
have made 350 home visits. 

I wish to thank the parents for their cooperation in all matters 
pertaining to the health of their children.
